BREWER.

“The early history of the race at- 
tests that the controlling thought was 
of might, and one who had it as in- 
dividual, tribe or nation, exercised it 
upon each weaker individual, tribe or 
nation. The ‘big stick’ was swung 
loose before Theodore Roosevelt de- 
came President. 

“We find a growing disposition to 
tie the hands of the judge and judicial 
action. This is shown by legislation, 
particularly in the Western States, for- 
bidding the judge to refer in his charge 
to the facts, requiring him to instruct 
in writing and otherwise limiting the 
freedom of his action. And yet the ef- 
fect of it is to turn the judge into 
something little better than a moder- 
ator of a town meeting, with no effi- 
cient voice in the determination of a 


n. 

“It is disclosed by the clamor against 
the exercise of the equitable power of 
injunction. Effort has been made to 
make this a political question, and 
government by injunction has been an 
object of easy denunciation. So far 
from removing or restricting this pow- 
er, there never was a time when its 
unrestricted and vigorous exercise was 
worth more to the nation and for the 
best interests of all. As population be- 
comes more dense, as business interests 
multiply and crowd each other, the re- 
straining power of a court of equity 
is of far greater importance than the 
punishing power of @ court of erimina! 
law. 

“Purge the bench of politics. Judi- 
cial life must be excluded of political 
possibilities, and, either by constitu- 
tional amendment or by the unvarying 
decision of the great court of public 
opinion, no one should ever be trans- 
ferrable from judicial to political life. 
Entering the former, the doors of the 
latter should be closed against him. 
He should also have the guarantee of 
independence which comes from per- 
manent tenure of office.

FINAL CALL COMES 
CROSBY NOYES. 


Surrounded by All Members of 
Family, Veteran Washington Editor 


Passes Away at Pasadena—His 
Long and Useful Career. 


ROSBY STUART NOYES, — 
in- chief of the Washington Evening 
Star. died at 5:30 o'clock last even- 

ing at the Hotel Raymond, Pasadena, 

after an ilinces dating from his ar- 
rival in Southern California, three 


weeks ago. 

Encouraging symptoms early yester- 
Gay led to the hope that the veteran 
publisher might recover. Complica- 
tions which became pronounced late in 
the afternoon, however, exhausted the 
strength and vitality which he had 
displayed during the past fortnight, 
and which, in spite of his 83 years, 
had astonished and encouraged the 
physicians in charge. 

At his bedside when the end came 
‘were all the members of his family, 
including his wife; three sons, Theo- 
dore W. Noyes, associate editor of the 
Washington Star; Frank B. Noyes, 
editor of the Chicago Record-Herald, 
and president of the Associated Press; 
and Thomas C. Noyes, news manager 
of the Washington Star: also his 
daughter, Mrs. George W. Boyd of 
Philadelphia. In addition, Fred W. 
Hall of San Francisco, a son-in-law, 
was present. 

The death of Mr. Noyes followed an 
attack of grippe, contracted while trav- 
eng to California. Mrs. Noyes, the 
widow, suffered an attack of grippe at 
the same time and is tonight somewhat 
in as the result of the shock. 

Arrangements for the funeral are not 
yet complete, but it has been deter- 
mined that the remains will be in- 
terred in the family vault at Rock 
Creek Cemetery, Washington. 


Crosby S. Noyes was born in Maine 
in 1826, and for more than half a cen- 
tury was identified with the Evening 
Star of Washington, D. C.. beginning 
as a reporter and ending his days a? 
its editor-in-chief and part proprictor. 
For several years of late he spent his 
winters in California, seeking the 
balmy air and sunshine, the self-same 
reason that led him from Maine to 
Washington in 1847. 

There are, perhaps. few instances in 
American history where a man has at- 
tained such eminence in his profession 
after having found it necessary to go 
afoot to the seat of his later suc- 


cesses. 
As a boy. he worked in a cotton mill 
in Maine. and it was there that he de- 
veloped his first genius as a writer, 
by producing a dialect sketch entitled 
“A Yankee in a Cotton Mill,” and 
sending it to the Yankee Blade 
Boston. Its publication, and the avid- 
ity with which it was received by the 
newspapers of the country, led him to 
offer other efforts in the same line, 
and he soon adopted the profession of 
a writer instead of that of an operative 
in the cotton mill. 
In 1847, when he was 22 years of 
age, Noyes seems to have suffered from 
the rigorous climate of Maine, and, 
deciding to take up Washington cor- 
res dence, actually walked to the 
national capital, having in his pocket 
contracts with Lewiston, Me., and Bos- 
ton papers, and later widened his field 
to Philadelphia. His letters were witty 
and attractive, and won for him both 
place and money, and in 1855 he went 
to Europe and tramped over the coun- 
try on foot, writing his experiences 
for the Portland Transcript. 
Returning from Europe at the close 
of the same year, he took a place as 
a reporter on the Washington Star, 
where he met with signal success as 
a news-gatherer. rose to the position 
of assistant editor, and in twelve years 
from the time he became a reporter. he 


the wife of George W. Boyd of Phila- 
deiphia. 

In 1900 the Star moved into its own 
nine-story, white marble building on 
Pennsylvania avenue, which is one of 
the show buildings of the national 
capital.

Despite the fact that the growth of 
our business has misconstrued 
by certain newspapers into an evidence 
that we are owned by the so-called 
‘higher-ups,, we are absolutely free 
from the collars of the grafters, rail- 
road companies and other corporations 
and individuals. We are primarily 
newspaper men, and our sole purpose 
has been, and is, toown and publish a 
number of first-class newspapers, trade 
journals and magazines throughout the 
State of California.”

‘Fights His Way Through Eighteen 
Miles More of Snow and ice and 
Camps for the Night at Goshen, 
Ind.—Iinterest Growing in Interna- 
tional Contest. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

GOSHEN Und.) Feb. 21.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} With the American flag 
fiying gayly at its masthead, and its 
body and wheels crusted thick with 
snow and ice, the Thomas Flyer, with 
Montague Roberts at the helm, drove 
into Goshen tonight at 8 o'clock. 

Eighteen more miles has been accom- 
plished during the day on the 22,000- 
mile race from New York to Paris. 

The Italian car, the Zust, is coming 
through from Kendallville tonight. 

The French car, De Dion, is still at 
Kendaliville waiting for new parts. 

The American car will push on to 
South Bend early in the morning in 
the fight to keep the lead all the way 
to Chicago. 

After South Bend, the plunge will be 
made into the unbroken snow field to 
Michigan City. There the last stretch 
of the terrible journey will lead 
through the place where the Chicago 
autoists came to grief in their attempt 
to reach the racers. Roberts expects 
to get to Chicago early next week. 

Word came from Michigan City to- 
day that 400 men would be sent out 
to clear the country roads in that 
circuit. President Mulholland of the 
Northern Indiana Railway will send 
a gang of shovelers and a special car 
to Goshen in the morning to assist in 
the way to South Bend. 

These are good illustrations of the 
interest that is being shown all along 
the route. The pluck and wonderful 
endurance of men and machines in 
battling with the furious old King of 
Winter has aroused unbound enthu- 
siasm. Two thousand persons lined the 
walks in this city tonight, and cheered 
as the cars came whirling through the 
snowstorm. 

The last twenty-four hours has been 
a nightmare for the motorists. They 
were from 7 o’cleck Thursday morning 
until 1 o'clock yesterday morning in 
geiting eight miles from Kendallville 
to Wawaka, where they stayed until 
morning. A few miles out of Ligonier 
today they struck Cisco Hill, which 
looked like one iceberg with perpendic- 
ular sides. It took just three hours to 
get up this hill, with the aid of a farm- 
ers team. It already had taken four 
hours to go six miles before reaching 
Ligonier. One drift 600 feet long and 6 
feet deep was encountered. In plowing 
pthrough this the pilot car went into 
a ditch and block and tackle had to be 
brought into use. One of the crew of 
the car was sent for a crowbar. He 
walked a mile through snow to his 
waist. And when he finally lugged the 
bar back he was told it was not needed. 

After a night's. rest, the party will 
push in to South Bend in the morning.

SATISFACTORY STATEMENTS IN 
RESPUNSE TO CALL. 


—ͤꝗ—PASʒ— — — 


While Surprised at Date Chosen by 
Comptroller, Financial Institutions 
Make Creditable Returnse—Cash 
Reserve is Large and Loans Are Re- 
duced. 


While naturally showing to some ex- 
tent the effects of the recent financial 
stringency which retarded business in 
the entire country the last few months, 
the statements of the national banks 
of Los Angeles issued yesterday in 
accordance with the call of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency, give evidefice 
of careful financing by the loca! bank- 
ers, and show that improvement has 
already set in. 

The call for a statement of condi- 
tion at the close of business Fridav, 
February 14, came yesterday morning 


because of the choice of the date, a 
full week ago. None was caught un- 
aware with poor statements, however. 
Deposits in the ten national banks of 
the city on February 14 totaled $36,- 
141,457. The banks had a cash reserve 
on that day of $14,680,007, and loans to- 
taled $28,463,425.

They 
are preparing for strenuous 
work, for trains will roll into 
the depots here night and day, 
filled with the wise men and 
women of the East who realize 
that “westward the course of 
empire takes its way,” and 
who want to get in “on the 
ground floor.“ 


Los Angeles, the modern Mecca, 
which. unlike the Asiatic city, converts 
most of her “pilgrims” 
devotees, is to have an addition of. 
many 
within the next few weeks. 
the Eastern States families are prepar- 
ing to leave the land of too much cold 
in winter and overabundant heat in 
summer for this climatic paradise.

FAMOUS INJUNCTION DECLARED 
INOPERATIVE NOW.

Randolph and His Associates May 
Escape Trial on Charges of Con- 
tempt—Valley’s Relief Possibly Is 
Only Temporary, but Gives People 
Opportunity to Do Something.

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13 Through a technicality, the 


Federal injunction which has 


created such a stir in the Im- 
perial Valley, because of its 
paralyzing effect upon all in- 
dustries dependent upon surplus 
water for power, was declared 
inoperative yesterday by Judge 
Wellborn. The court also de- 
clares that the contempt pro- 
ceedings begun against Epes 
I.andolph, H. T. Cory and F. C. 
Herrman, officers of the Califor- 
“nia Development Company, be- 
come ineffective. These decisions 
may not be permanent, how- 
ever, as the plaintiff, the New 
Liverpool Salt Company, will 
immediately appeal to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. 


It u understood that the decisions do 
not affect the standing of J. Stanley 
Brown, president, and F. G. Havens, 
secretary of the El Centro Chamber of 
Commerce, who are cited to appear in 
the Circuit Court on February 27 to 
show cause why they should not be 
punished for contempt for sending a 
telegram to Judge Wellborn which was 
regarded as a criticism of the court. 
ERROR IN DESCRIPTION. 

At the close of the trial of the case of 
the New Liverpool Salt Company 
against the California Development 
Company, in which the jury returned 
a verdict for approximately $455,000 
damages, the court instructed the plain- 
tiff to draw up a suitable decree and 
restraining order to prevent the defend- 
ant from allowing waste water to flow 
from its canals into Salton Sink. 

Through a clerical error, the descrip- 
tion of the lands involved in the ac- 
tion was vague. Later, the plaintiff 
offered an amended decree. The court 
now holds that it was without power to 
make the order allowing the amend- 
ment. In his opinion, Judge Wellborn 
says: 

“The order should be vacated and 
set aside and said amendment be 
stricken from the decree and an order 
to that effect will be entered.

In his conclusions on the citation for 
contempt and the defendant's motion 
for an interpretation of the decree, the 
court states that the amendment was 
allowed on a statement of the plain- 
tiff that the parties had agreed to the 
same. It later transpired that the or- 
iginal decree had been signed at a 
previous term of court, and that an 
appeal to the higher court was then 
perfected.

With the opening of his closing ad- 
dress to the jury for the prosecution, 
Deputy District Attorney Blair con- 
tended that the evidence conclusively 
showed motive, premeditation and san- 
ity upon the part of the defendant in 
killing George T. Bennett.

DOUBLE-HEADED DEFENSE. 

He claimed that the defense was 
making an issue of insanity, but that 
if the insanity dodge didn't work 
would fall back upon the theory of the 
little black hat and attempted suicide.

FORTUNE AWAITS HEIRS. 


Large Estate in San Diego for Many 
Years Without Claimant—More 
Artillerymen. 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 21—A _ fortune 
estimated at from $100,000 to $500,000, 
comprising twenty-five pueblo lots in 
this city awaits the discovery of the 
late A. B. Gray, the owner, who was 
at one time a resident of the city, but 
who died in Louisiana. At the time 
of Gray's death the widow was 26 years 
of age, and the two daughters of the 
couple, Helen and Andretta, 4 and 2 
years, respectively. The wife and chil- 
dren were then living in New York 
City. Gray died in 1864, but it was 
not until four years later that an ad- 
ministrator was appointed. Ben Hayes 
served as administrator a year after 
his appointment, when W. A. Winder 
Was appointed, who, six years later 
made his final accounting. 

Winder was not able to find either 
the widow or the children. The sup- 
position is that the heirs were not in- 
formed that Gray had left a fortune 
here. The Public Administrator, P. J. 
Layne, has filed a document with the 
Superior Court stating that neither the 
widow nor children reside in this Stato 
and that there is no way of determin- 
ing the heirs, nor has the estate been 
distributed to the heirs, and that the 
property remains undisturbed.

WASHINGTON’S HEIRS. 


Ask Congress for Compensation for 
Loss of Land Warrants—Case 
of Sharking. 

A bill has just been introduced in the 
United States Senate, and having been 
twice read, has been referred to the 
Committee on Claims, the sum and 
substance of which is: 

That the Secretary of the Treasury 
be, and he is hereby, directed to pay 
to Col. Robert E. Lee, Jr., adminisira- 
tor de bonis non, the sum of $305,100, 
in full compensation to the estate of 
Gen. George Washington for the loss 
of his 3100 acres of land warrants and 
the grants made thereunder, and for 
any and all claims which said estate 
might or could make against the United 
States on account of land warrants 
or grants held by him or his estate up- 
on warrants locata northwest of 
the Obto River. 

The question at once arises: How 
did Gen. George Washington come by 
this land? 

On December 7, 1763, Lord Dunmore, 
the then Governor of the Colony of 
Virginia, lesued a land warrant to one 
John Rootes, for 3000 acres of land 


Northwest of the Ohio River, in the 
counties of Clermont and Hamilton, 
©. Shortly after the lesuance of this 
warrant, Gen. Washington became the 
possessor of this property by purchase 
from Rootes, taking an assignment for 
same. On January 5, 1785, the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Virginia passed a 
joint resolution which provided that all 
persons who had served in the armies 
of the United States from May 1. 1779, 
until the close of the war with Great 
Britain, and had a land warrant in 
hia own right, or by assignment, before 
May 1. 1779, issued agreeable to the 
proclamation of King Georve III of 
England in 1763 might exchange the 
same with the register of the Land 
Office for a warrant which he should 
be permitted to locate on vacant land, 
reserved on the western side of the 
Ohio River, for officers and soldiers 
on Continental line. 

Gen. Washington obtained a 3000-acre 
Continental line land warrant from the 


in exchange for Rootes’s warrant. He 
also purchased a warrant for 100 acres 
of land from one Thomas Cope, which 
had been issued to him for services 
in the Continental line from Virginia, 
and took a proper assignment for this 
also. In 1787 Washington placed these 
two warrants in the hands of Col. 
O'Bannon, a deputy surveyor of the 
Virginia Military District of Ohio, for 
location, and directed their location in 
the Virginia Military District, north- 
west of the Ohio River. Proper en- 
tries were made in the Franklin, Mi- 
ami, Union and Anderson townships 
of Clermo:t and Hamilton couhties, 
O.; but as Washington and his agents 
were under the impression that since 
these warrants. entr'*s and surveys 
had been recorded in the books of the 
surveyor of the Virginia Military Dis- 
trict of Ohio these records should be

These entries and turveys were well 
known to locators and surveyors in 
the Virginia Military District of Ohio,

Joseph 
Kerr, a deputy surveyor of the r- 
ginia Military District of Ohio, well 
knowing that Gen. Washington's en- 
tries, Warrants and surveys had not 
been filed with the Secretary of War, 
made three entries completely covering 
Gen. Washington’s locations. Not con- 
tent with this land-shark proceeding, 
he actually had the audacity to use 
the field note deacriptions of the Wash- 
ington surveys. He covered the gen- 
eral's survey No. 1775. for 977 acres, 
with one numbered 4862. for a like 
number of acres, on a part of a war- 
rant No. 1071, the property of one 
Henry On another occasion. 
829 acres. and also another parcel of 
1066 acres, both original Washineton 
surveys. were covered by this shark 
and entered as purporting to have 
been made for one Gen. John Nevill. 

Gen. Washington died in the firm be- 
lief that this land was his, and that 
the values thereof would be realised 
for his devisees. On March 14, 1806, 
Judge Bushrod Washington and Law- 
rence Lewis, executors of Gen. ash- 
ington’s estate, filed their petition in 
the House of Representatives in behalf 
of his devisees, praying that an act 
might be passed confirming the title 
of said executors te. the Washington 
surveys. This petition was referred to 
the Committee on Public Lands of the 
House, and an act, authorizing patents 
to for lands located and surveyed 
by virtue of certain Virginia resolu- 
tion warrants, was . The ob- 
ject and purpose of this act was essen- 
tially to enable these executors to per- 
fect their title to the surveys, but not- 
withstanding this act. Joseph Kerr. on 
April 20. 1807, procured patents to issue 
to Presley Nevill, and Amelia Craig. 
| devisees of John Nevill, and also to 
Henry Massie, which are recorded in 
the Deed Book of the Record of Deeds 
of Clermont county. O. 
The present owners of these sur- 
veys claim and hold their title from 
Joseph Kerr, who in 1814 became a 
Senator of the United States from 
Ohio. Henry Massie sold and disposed 
of his survey. and the present owners 
decline to give up their title, claiming 
that thev are the rightful owners. 
Gen. Washington never asked for 
nor received a single dollar of bounty 
in land or money from the United 
States for his distinguished services.
